SALES TAX DESIRABLE 
PART OF NATION'S 
FISCAL PLAN 


SACRAMENTO Economists and 
tax administrators throughout the 
United States are convinced that the 
sales tax no longer is an emergency 
tax, but has become a desirable part 
of the country’s fiscal structure ne- 
cessary to meet the increased demand 
for governmental service such as social 
security and additional educational 
needs.
